2. The only external training which I believe should be requested by this 
staff would be the expenditure of $215 for sending ER the STATINTL 
“Systems Building and Performance Specification" course at George Washington 
University. This is an evening course. BPS and RE&CD concur in the belief 
that this training of J would have direct application to his job and hold a | 
potential for enhancing the overall strength of the Office of Logtetics. | 


3. It should be noted that this request for allocetion of funds is being 
covered in the RE&CD submission. It should be carried as only a single entry 
in the summation list prepared by MM for final OL consideration when 
scheduling external training expenditures. 
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
